A Passenger From The Boston Boat

The atmosphere forms an armor 


which is almost impenetrable to the 
meteors that are constantly pelting 
the earth. About 2,000 of these wan- 
derers iu space hit our atmosphere ev- 
ery 24 hours. Most of the meteors are 
email. 
They come rushing through 


space, strike the atmosphere, and the 
friction against the molecules of air 
heats them to a white heat and sets 
them ablaze. 
Sometimes part of one 


may reach the earth; but, as a rule, 
they are consumed, and the (Just alone, 
cosmic dust', drops upon the .surface. 


One of the earliest known meteors 


fell in 204 B. C. In Pbrygia, where foi- 
a long time it was worshiped. It was 
carried to Rome and was supposed to 
be a messenger from the gods. Livy 
describes a shower of meteoric stones. 
The people \sere greatly alarmed, and 
The senators were demoralized and de- 
clared a nine days' festival to propiti- 
ate the gods.

During a severe storm a large

rushing down upon the ship, nnd with 
a roar and fllilrid the air with fumes of 
fiulphur It passed between the mnsts ol' 
the ship aud fell Into the sea not !»0 
feet from the rail.

Kess-ed by man today Is a supposed 
fragment of a oomet in Mazapll, Mex 
Jco. 
The fragment is believed to be a 


part of the tail of Riela's eotnet. In 
3S4C something happened in space. A 
wreck occurred. Kiela's /.'omet may 
have collided with another comet. In 
any cabc, the comet divided, ami many 
living observers remember seeing tin- 
two parts gradually separating. 


Some fatality pursued one part of 


the comet, nml It met Its fate In In- 
finite space, literally went to pieees 
and became a wreck upon the shore 
less sea Oi space. Astronomer!! predict 
cd that if the comet It.self did not ap- 
pear iu 1S72 its wreckage would be- 
come visible as shooting stars, and 
tills prediction was realized apparent- 
ly, as on Nov. 27, 1872, there burst 
from the heavens a cloud of shooting 
Btars. 
During the display one piece 


dropped upon the earth and was se- 
curedkat Mazapli, Mexico, nnd was de- 
clared to 1)0 a part of tho great comet. 


Tho average meteorite Immediately 


after its fall H Intensely hot. but at 
least one, which was handled immedi- 
ately niter falling, still held the in- 
tense cold of space 
A few men can 


say that they have exnoilouced this. 
A meteorite exploded above Dlim-msa- 
la, Kangra nnd Punjab. India. Iu uSiiO, 
and a section was picked up immedi- 
ately by some natives, who dropped it 
with expressions of pain. The explo- 
sion had expound the interior of the 
meteor, which had been chilled by the 
Intense cold of space aud was HO cold 
that its effect was like a burn. This 
fragment Is now to be seen in tbo Field 
museum.

Tbo old Irish custom of "waking" 


the dead has given rise to much misrep- 
resentation of the Irish character, and 
yet in its intention it is a kindly and 
human custoa. To those who do not 
Understand the Irish nature, or the im- 
pulses which move it, the drinking, 
smoking and conversation which take 
place at "wakes" appear incongruous 
nnd repulsive. To the Irish people, on 
the other hand, there is something very 
cold, unfeeling and repellent in the 
English custom of leaving the corpse 
shut up in a room, all alone, deserted, 
as it wore, by the family. In Ireland 
we keep close company with our deJUl 
to the very last moment. 


"Waking" means "watching." Wo 


watch affectionately by the body of a 
dead relative or friend until the time 
arrives to depart for the burial ground. 
The bodyds laid on tho bed, covered 
with a white eheefc, leaving exposed tbo 
head and the hands crossed icverectly 
on the breast. The walls about tho bed 
are covered with sheets, on which are 
often hung branches of flowers and 
laurel leaves. Seven lighted candles 
stand on a t^blo near the bed. The room 
is frequently sprinkled with holy water 
to keep off the evil spirits who may be 
hovering around, and on tho corpse is a 
largo plate of salt, which is believed to 
be hygienically efficacious 
for 
tho 


watchers. 


The Irish people are gregarious in 


their instincts. They never like to be 
alone, and this feeling for companion- 
ship is strongest when death has vif:it- 
ed them closely. A family deprived of 
a member by death seeks consolation 
from tho neighbors, and the neighbors, 
ever quick iu sympathy, in joy or in 
Borrow, crowd iu to cheer up tho spirits 
of tho bereaved, to distract their 
thoughts from their sad loss. First en- 
tering tho room where tho corpse lies 
they kneel and say a prayer. But the 
manifestation of sorrow is confined to 
tho chamber of death. Outhido, in tho 
wido kitchen, tho neighbors assemble, 
and snuff, pipes and tobacco, whisky 
aud stout are supplied to them. 


There aro "wakes" at which storici 


aro toid, forfeits are played and a lit- 
tiu drollery indulged iu, but, as n, rule, 
while every effort is made by tho watch- 
ers to blunt tho edge of sorrow, perfect 
decorum is preserved, and not mi un 
seemly word is spoken. I have been at 
many "wakes," and certainly I have 
never heard a song sung, though it n 
often said—of course by those who do 
not know—thnt singing is u common 
practice at those as^ciinbliea. Moreover, 
there is a motive—founded npon super 
rtitiun, it is true—for checking tho 
manifestations of grief in tho presence 
of tho dead. In eomo parts of Ireland it 
IH believed that tho soul of a departed 
perhon is made restless by tho tears and 
regrets oC surviving friends and rela- 
tives, and juat, unable to get to heaven, 
it hovers about tho earth until tho sor- 
row for its departure is appeased. 
Mourners may, therefore, bo soon at 
•'wakes" struggling to repress their 
sobs and tears. "Don't b« cryin that 
way, asthoie, or you'll keep him from 
his rest, "was a remonstrance I heard 
kindly addressed to a yoong widow 
who was weeping bitterly over the ro 
mams of hor husband.—London Telo- 
graph.

There are a number of very clever 


mimics in the animal kingdom, some 
of which are aware of their power, 
while others seem to be endowed by 
nature with mimetic colors or shapes. 
Many animals when alarmed become 
unconsciously mimics. Hares stop in the 
middle of a field and imitate rocks or 
bushes as they crouch. Certain insects 
feign death, at such times permitting 
the roughest kind of handling, even 
suffering themselves to be pulled limb 
from limb before showing by a struggle 
that they are alive. An elephant has 
been known to play the same clever 
trick upon a hunter. When followed 
closely, it suddenly fell in its tracks— rf 
a mighty collapse — and apparently died. 
The sportsman surveyed it in triumph, 
then left for camp, intending to return 


the morning and secure the tusks. 


But as soon as the men were out of 
sight the wily animal which had so 
successfully mimicked death rose to his 
feet and ran into the bush. 


Tho animals which possess a defensive 


mimicry are the most interesting. Such 
a one is a little fish which the writer 
has often found as an attendant to tho 
beautiful and highly dangerous Portu- 
guese mau-o'-war or physalia. 
This 


animal, allied to the jellyfishcs, is a 
bubble floating on tho water; a bubble 
with azure and pink tints, upon which 
is a fluted, satinlike sail, which can be 
raised or lowered at will. From the 
lower portion depends a mass of deop 
blue tentacles, rich in color, tho tint of 
tho ocean's heart. Some of these aro the 
food catchers and aro charged with las- 
sos or myriads of darts, which shoot 
into an enemy at tho slightest touch, 
with tho effect of au electric shock. So 
deadly aro these little javelins that 1 
have seen a sardine killed at the mere 
contact. Tho tentacles hang, dangling, 
in the water, attractive baits, but if a 
small fish touches them it is killed 
seemingly upon tho instant. I once 
found a hawkill turtle, which mnst 
have weighed 10 or 12 pounds, lying 
upon tho surface, its head enveloped in 
tho blue mass of tentacles, vrhilo an or- 
dinary sized physalia nearly caused my 
own death, tho tentacles covering me 
as 1 swam over it. 


Tho virulence of tho poison possessed 


by tho animal may bo imagined, yet 
among these death dealing organs. 
swimming about freely, and, moro mar- 
velous still, imitating them perfectly iu 
color, were numbers of fishes from 1 to 
2^ inches in length; the tint of the 
two opposites was exact, and any ouo 
not expecting to seo tho fishes would 
fail to distinguish them from tho ten- 
tacles, so exact is tho similarity be- 
tween the two. This ia one of tho most 
remarkable examples of mimicry in tho 
animal kingdom. 
That tho fishes are 


protected from enemies by their disguise 
there can bo little doubt, the little at- 
tendants at a short distance resembling 
tho tentacular portions of their host. 


The transparent pink and amber jelly 


fishes, which aro so resplendent at 
night, po&sess little attendant fishes 
•which are wonderful mimics. Instead 
of being blue, as in tho physalia, they 
are almost transparent, resembling tho 
tentacles of tho jellyfish, tho fins being 
delicately tinted with pink. These lit- 
tle creatures poso in various positions 
among tho long tentacles, and at the 
distance of a foot can hardly be distin- 
guished from tho depending portions of 
tho animal which they mimic. 


Tho observer of these natural mimics 


can but wonder at tho remarkable re- 
sources of nature and the methods by 
which sucli perfection in mimicry is 
obtained. In certain cases it is plainly 
a survival of the fittest. An illustration 
is seen in the rernarakble denizens of 
tho floating gulf weed that supports a 
pelagic popvlation of mimics peculiarly 
its own. In drifting with, this sargas- 
sum, buoyed up by delicate balloons, 
ono FOOII becomes on familiar terms 
with the varied occupants. The most 
conspicuous are a fish, tho crabs, tho 
shelless mollusks, sluglike creatures, 
and tho white delicate bryozoons, which, 
like a tracery of lace, are everywhere 
seen on the rich, olive green fronds of 
the sargassum. All these animals, ex- 
cept the last named, are so remarkable 
in their mimicry of the general tone of 
the werd iu which they live that it re- 
quires ihe closest; search to distinguish 
them from it The crabs are apparently 
painted in the exact tints of the weed. 
Some are marbled with light and dark 
hues, dotted with patches of white, im- 
itating tho bryozoons Which incrust it. 


Still more remarkable is the mimicry 


as seen in the fishes. The little fish an - 
tennarus is a striking example. Its sides 
might have been painted by some artist, 
so clever is the imitation of the weed, 
BO wonderful the combination of tints. 
But tho mimicry does not end hero. The 
entire' 'fish \a a mimic of the weed, .as 
from its various parts ' barrels of flesfi, 
wonderfully colored like the sargassum, 
extend, supple and delicate as the sar- 
gassurn itself, waving to and fro, so 
that the fish as it lies Sat among the 
fronds is literally invisible until it in- 
cautiously raises its fins or tail, thus 
disclosing the secret of tho marine dis- 
sembler. 


How this mimicry was assumed we 


can but imagine. 
Years ago tho crats 


and other inhabitants of tho weed may 
have offered a moro or less plain con- 
trast to it. Tho gulls and other enemies 
•naturally caught sight of those which 
presented tho most marked contrast, so 
that the conspicuous forms wore de- 
voured; the inconspicuous, or those 
which had a tendency to resemble tho 
wend, remained to perpetuate other 
mimics, BO in time the protective ro- 
son) bianco may have been accentuated, 
reuniting in tho remarkable forma of to- 
day — 0. F. Holdw in New York Post

When 
I was a kid in this town, about the age 
of those boys in that line, I ueed to tako 
in a show once a week—on Saturday 
night always. 1 couldn't afford mcro'n 
a quarter a week for theatricals, for I 
was only making $2.50 a week carrying 
bundles. 


"The store that I carried bundles foi 


closed up at 6 o'clock on Saturday night, 
the same as other nights, and I remem- 
ber how I usad to ecranibJe homo aud 
bolt my supper so that I could get down 
town again to get the best place in the 
lino before the gallery door. I'd general- 
ly make it by 7 o'clock or a little after, 
and I don't remember ever getting left 
on a front seat right on the rail. 


"It used to be as cold as tho dickens 


standing in that line sometimes, but 
that didn't make any difference. We'd 
just stamp our feet and crowd closer to- 
gether, and the cold didn't bother us. 
Occasionally, too, it would rain bard 
while we were standing iu the line, but 
that wouldn't cut any ice either. I never 
saw the rainstorm yet that could break 
tho gallery line up when I was a ',;oy. 1 
don't know how that is now. 


"Us boys in front of the line could 


hear the man inside walking toward tbo 
door from the inside to open it on tho 
stroke of half past 7, aud then we'd 
crouch and gather ourselves together 
for the rush. The man that opened the 
door had to hustle for bis life msulothe 
box office to keep us from running him 
down and stamping over him. I always 
b*id my quarter ready and pat aud tight 
in my right hand, and to slap it (I«vi, 
on the box office shelf, got a big paste- 
board ticket and dive for the long gal- 
lery stairs was about as quick work as 
I ever did. I'd surely keel over "from 
apoplexy if I tried anything like that on 
DOW. 


"The winding stairs wero about a, 


mile high, but I'd make 'am about four 
at a clip, and in no time I'd bo pr.ht tho 
ticket taker at the entrance to the gallery 
and falling—literally falling—down tho 
steps to get a seat on tho rail. The 
gallery 'u'd always bo about as Cark as 
a dungeon at that early hour, i;nd it 
was a case of groping to find the aisles 
in order to fall down tho steps to a seat 
on the rail. 


"In my left hand overcoat pocket 1 


generally had n paper of peanuts, and 
I'd munch on 'em and watoh tbo gal- 
lery fill up. I made it a point to look 
around a good deal m order to make the 
boys iu the back rows jealous of me iu 
my rail seat, right on or close to tho 
middle aisle. The boys in tho row be- 
hind tbo rail row would generally re- 
taliate on tho boys sitting in the rail 
row by wiping their muddy shoes on 
the overcoats of tho rail row boys, the 
overcoats being slung over tbo bucks of 
the seats and therefore tempting oppor- 
tunities for that kind of thing. 


"Along toward 8 o'clock the boys in 


the gallery would begin to stamp aud 
whistle, the fallacious idea being that 
the stamping and whistling would bring 
the lights up and tho orchestra out 
quicker. I notice that the gallery boy-: 
don't do this any more. But, then, the 
gallery boys don't have so much as we 
used to have, I guess. 


""When we smelled a strong odor of 


gas, we knew that the big chandelier 
hanging from the ceiling was going to 
suddenly light itself—that is, that the 
electric current (it was a new and won- 
derful idea then) was going to light the 
chandelier jets. They had to turn cho 
gas on firet, hence the premonitory 
smell. When one of the orchestra men 
'n'd pop his head out of the little door 
underneath the stage, wo'd all see him 
at once and give him a great send off. 


"And how I used to enjoy a show in 


those daysl How I used to hate the vil- 
lain with bis waxed black mustache 
and his shiny plug hat! How I used to 
feel for the heroine when she'd appear 
with her shrinking little boy in the 
snowstorm, with a torn,, redhooded, 
cloak carelessly thrown over her shoul- 
ders, and seven dazzling diamond rings 
t>n the fingers of both her hands! How 
I did think the hero was the real thing 
when he said to her, 'I love you better 
than I do my life I' Howl used to thrill 
when the heroine, in reply to tho top- 
coated villain's overtures, would ^wist 
around aud say to him, 'Bags are royal 
raiment when worn for virtue's sake!' 
And didn't the struggle on the cliff be- 
tween the hero and villain for tho pos- 
session ol the knife and the forged will 
make my spine chilli And all the rest 
—all the zest.

SPEED OF A TRAIN. 


NOW THE ENGINEER KNOWS WHAT 


TIME HE IS MAKING. 


Am Indicator That Kecpa Him I'uc-tecl ou 


How Many Miles an Hour 11 IB Train Ia 
Bcnninc—riio "Dutch Clo«U"'That Out- 
lived It* UMfnlneM, 
\ 


Experienced railroad men can tell to 


the fraction of a minute the speed of a 
moving train. It is far easier to tell the 
rate at which a train is traveling while 
aboard than it is to tell its speed as it 
dashes past. When standing near a rail- 
road track and noting an approaching 
train with its revolving driving wheels, 
the vibrating side rod, tho continuous 
roar from the smokestack and tho im- 
mense cloud of dust in tho rear ono is 
almost certain to greatly overestimate 
the speed at which it is actually travel- 
ing. 


A common method of telling the 


speed of a moving train is by counting 
the clicks of the wheel as they pass 
over the rail joints. A raifis 30 feet 
long; hence there are 170 rails in ono 
mile. A mile per minute would be 170 
clicks in 60 seconds, or 60 miles per 
hour. Thirty miles per htfnr, therefore, 
•would be 88 clicks in 60 seconds. The 
clicks for ten seconds denote the average 
speed of the train. 
', - . 


But even railroad men are not requir- 


ed to rely upon their ears and watches 
to tell the speed at which their trains 
aro running. The little speed recorder, 
known as tho "Dutch clock," which 
was put in the "little red caDOOMS be- 
hind the train" a few years ago, is now 
almost a relic of the past. It was a 
great invention in its day, and was 
adopted by nearly all the railroads of 
the country. Its purpose was to regulate 
the speed of freight trains by tolling 
the tale of fast running, and the division 
superintendent did the rest. Seldom did 
the "old man" fail to inflict tho pun- 
ishment for such infraction of the rules 
—usually a "ten days' lay oft'." 


But conditions have so changed that 


speed is now tho requisite, and men aro 
laid off who do not make tho time re- 
quired, and the little "Dutch clock" 
has outlived its usefulness. 


It was a very simple affair. By a 


gearing attached to tho axle of the car 
a small brass cylinder in a case on tho 
inside of the car was revolved. A lead 
pencil fastened to a holder was niado to 
travel from ono end to the other of tho 
cylinder by means of a clock. Tho pen- 
cil went across and back every hour 
and marked upon a long sheet of paper 
known as the "train pheet)"'which was 
wound about the cylinder 


This sheet was printed in cross sec- 


tions, each section indicating a mile. 
On tho upper edge wero printed tho 
names of tho stations of tho division 
and their relative distances apart. As 
tho pencil traveled across t&o sheet it 
made a zigzag mark, and upon tho 
speed of the train depended the slant of 
the lino. When tho train was still, the 
cylinder would not turn, and tho peneil 
would mark straight up and down, and 
it was possi bio to tell very accurately, 
if tho sheet was inserted correctly, just 
where each stop was made, how many 
minutes i i; occupied, tho exact speed at 
every part of tho run, how long contin- 
ued, and often revealed much informa- 
tion that tho train men preferred the 
"old man" would not kuow^. 


The machine, while it^a^'in vogue, 


was tho terror of tho tralruiKSn. No ex- 
cuses wero taken for fast running, and 
they resorted to man}' plans to frustrato 
the tale the littlo instrument was suro 
to tell. They have been known to throw 
sand into the gearing, break the littlo 
iron case with a hammer, insert tho 
wrong train sheets, mark tho sheets 
with a pencil in their own bauds, bribe 
the office clerks who measured tho 
sheets, report tho cl«ck out of order ou 
the slightest pretext and heap upon it 
their vilest curses. 


Littlo by little the "Dutch clock" 


gave way to another kind of a speed re- 
corder, until today the now one has the 
field almost to itself. It is, the recorder 
known as the "Boyer," which is placed 
in the cab of the eagine, and tho indi- 
cator of which shows tho engineer just 
the speed of his train. To this also 
there is a train sheet conceived upon a 
very different plan, and tho sheet is 
scrutinized now to see if the speed was 
fast enough. 


The engineer's speed recorder, too, is 


worked by a gear'from they pony truck 
of the engine, and by means'of a small 
pump mercury is injected into a pipe 
not larger than a pencil, which forces 
the needle around the diaijpf Sthe in- 
dicator. The engineer of tlil ffifflnight 
express takes his seat, openis the- engine, 
and little by little the lever is pulled 
out, and as the wheels revolve tho speed 
indicator climbs over tbefigures. There 
was a delay in loading baggage at tho 
last station, time was lost, possibly at 
every station on the division the samo 
thing will cccnr and outcomes tho 


j lever still further and up goes tho speed 
I indicator. A nice piece of track is ahead, 
i and the engineer knows it to be safe. 
The indicator crawls over half the aro 
of the circle. Tbe train now descends 


j an incline, and the speed becomes tcr- 
1 rifle. 
ThjB dial now shows 55, >60, pos- 


eibly 65 to 70 miles per hour for a few 


! minutes. This speed is frequently at- 
' tained for short durations, and tho en- 
1 gine man a few days later, when at 
tbe terminal, points'with pride to tho 
littlo train sheet which recorded hia 
fast spurts.—St. Louis Post Dispatch.

As surely as the "crowner's quest" 


follows on the heels of mysterious death 
so follows the board of trade inquiry on 
any great disaster at sea. It is prosaio- 
ally named perhaps, but no trial for 
murder is half so enthralling as this 
investigation, when a dead man is on 
trial for the slaughter of hundreds— 
when the captain of the ship, though | 
lying fathoms deep, with the weeds of ] 
the ocean tangled in his hair, is yet ar- 
raigned before a living judge for what 
he has done. 


We are supposing that the disaster to ' 


be inquired into is the loss of a great! 
liner, wilh hundreds of lives—one of j 
those huge floating castles to whose j 
protection men and women trust them- 
selves as fearlessly as to that of "tne'iif 
own rooftrees has been flying England- 
ward with its load of human lives, 
when came a shifting fog, a crash and 
a cry in the night and disaster. 


.There is about this trial nothing of 


the impressivenees of an inquiry at the 
criminal courts. There are no aldermen 
in scarlet and fur, no sheriffs in ruffles 
and sword. The judge, in robes and 
wig, is replaced by three quiet men in 
frock coats. They are the president and 
the two naval assessors—both captains j 
of the royal navy. The president is gen- ' 
erally Mf. Marsham, the magistrate at 
Westminster—a tall and dignified figf- 
nre, with the whitest hair and tho 
deepest bass voice in the world. It is 
he who conducts tho investigation, 
qnestioning the witnesses aud generally 
directing, while the naval assessors sit 
with arms folded on their desks and 
jerk in a question here and there on 
some specially knotty point. 


The bench sits aloft, below in the 


well are the counsel, sans wig or gown, 
the solicitors and various persons inter- 
ested. Tbero is the manager of the great 
line, anxious and preoccupied in man- 
ner, tugging at his mustache, and ready 
to go into the bos and swear to the 
trust and confidence reposed by his peo- 
ple in tho dead captain. Nay, perhaps 
even tho white head of tho chairman 
himself, baronet and M. P., ruay bo 
seen on the crowded benches. It is per- 
haps the first disaster tho line has sus- 
tained, and he thinks with bitterness of 
tho eclipse of the arrogant boast that 
his line has "never lost a passenger's 
life." Truly, the ironic gods havo rnado 
the braggart's reward pressed down 
and running over! 


There are many bronzed and ruddy 


faces of seafaring men to bo seen—many 
heartrending quiet groups of people in 
deep mourning, the relatives of passen- 
gers. In a pen by themselves are tho 
impassive reporters. Messenger boys of 
tiio various journals and news agencies 
form a whispering group on tho steps of 
the press box and every now and then a 
great bundle of manuscript will bo 
handed over the partition and seized L-y 
its proper Mercury, %vho straightway 
disappears for a space. Perhaps if the 
disaster has occurred off a foreign shore, 
you may see one or two dark faced men 
in resplendent uniforms, coast officials 
courteously lent by the foreign govern- 
ment to give evidence. 


The first day of an inquiry is general- 


ly given over to maps and charts. Huge 
and rustling sheets are opened in the 
witness bos, handed up to the bench 
and pored over by counsel. It is dread- 
fully dry and technical and gives the 
reporters httle to do. Tho counsel will 
still b3 talking,

them. There 11 a big cohort of counsel— 
counsel representing the board of trade, 
counsel representing the lino, counsel

counsel representing relatives of tho 
dead. 


Interest revives somewhat the second 


day—the dead captain's character is bs- 
mg proved. The officials of tho line sa> 
all they can. Burly, husky and ruddier 
than the cherry, into the box steps tho 
skipper of a small tramp steamship that 
sighted tho big liner just before the dis- 
aster. Tho saloon windows were lighted 
up, and he heard music, ho says. The 
surviving officers go into the box and 
are closely questioned. Interest now is 
at its- height, for here are the men who 
grappled with death on that reeling 
deck in the lonely ocean, and hero, in 
this crowded tiny court in the heart of 
London, are come to tell us all about it.

He brings the scene bo- 
fore us—the gayetyof the saloon, where 
just before the captain has been toasted 
and-thanked for'his skill aud care, tho 
sudden alarm, the rush and confusion,, 
the- frantic terror of some, tho cooi 
courage of others. He paints also the 
pale and steadfast; captain on the bridge, 
with his folded arms, going dowu to 
death.

And so from day to day drags on the 


slow inquiry till we come to the find- 
ing. 
The counsel have said their say, 


the assessors have retired, and now Jfr,.. 
Marsham reads in his deep bass "tEo" 
judgment of the court. It is a long

•nd among them the "nogligonco of 
Captain Mainstay, the master."

The graphite is taken in the lumj. 


from the mines and carried to the re- 
ducing mill, where it is ground or pul- 
verized in stamp mills under water 
The fine particles of graphite float away 
with the water through a number ol 
tanks, collecting at the bottom of these 
.reservoirs. 
It is packed in barrels in 


the form of dust and sent to the factory, 
where tens of thousands of lead pencils 
are turned out every day. The pulver- 
ized graphite is so fine that it really it) 
a dust, dingy in color and smooth and 
oily to tho touch. It ia divided into va- 
rious grades of fineness by floating it on 
water from one tank to another. 
The 


coarse dust sinks to tho bottom of vhe 
first tank, the next finer to the bottom 
of the second tank, and so on down tho 
line, tho finest powder for the finest 
pencils settling in tho last tank. 


In another series of tanks the Gormar 


pipe clay, which is mixed with graphite 
to secure the different grades of pencils 
from very soft to extra hard, ia graded 
in the same way, by floating. The finest 
clay is mixed with the finest graphite, 
buing ground together between stones, 
and tho hardness of the pencil ia secured 
by increasing the proportion of clay in 
the mixture. 
I 


For the medium grades seven parts 


by weight of clay are mixed with ten1 
parts of graphite. After the graphite 
aud clay are ground together the mix-! 
ture is put in canvas bags and the wa-, 
ter is feqneezed out under a hydraulic 
press, leaving a mass the consistency 
of putty 
The plaster is placed in a 


forming press, which ia a small iron 
cylinder, in which a solid plunger or 
piston works up and down. A steel 
plate having a hole tho size and shape 
of the "lead" is put tinder tho opon 
end of the cylinder, and the plunger,' 
pressing down, forces the 
graphite 


through the hole, making a continuous 
thread of wire of graphite. 
As long as 


this thread is moist it is pliable, but it' 
becomes brittle when dry, so it is hail-1 
died rapidly. It is cut into three lead 
lengths, straightened out and then 
haidcned in a crucible over a coal fire. t 
Tho leads when taken from the croci-' 
bles are ready for the wood, which ia 
pine for cheap pencils and cedar for 
more expensive ones. When the strips 
of wood are received at the factory, 
they are run through a machine which 
cuts in each one six grooves, round or 
fitjnare. and at the same time smooths! 
the face of the wood. 
| 


The filling cf the strips ia done by 


girls. The first one takes a grooved 
strip of wood in her left hand and a 
bunch of leads in the right. She spreads 
the leads out fan shape, and with one 
motion she fills the six grooves with 
leads. Next to her sits another girl, i 
who takes the filled strips and quickly 
and neatly lays on another grooved 
strip which has just been coated with 
hot glne by a third girl. Tho filled and 
glued strips are piled upon each other 
and put in a press, where they are left 
to dry.

Ho*r the Two Method* Arc Used In 


tile Manufacture of Mirrors—Why 
Some GluHEC* Altvaya Have a fad- 
ed, Speckled Appearance. 
It Is a popular fallacy that all alr- 


rors have mercury, or quicksilver, 
backs. As a matter of fact, not over t 
per cent of the mirrors now sold be- 
long to that class. The general public 
know that they can purchase mirnvs 
much cheaper now than they could ten 
j«ars ago, but they do not know" that 
these arc not the old time reliable mer- 
cury back mirrors. 


The mirror now manufactured is 


known to the trade as thu "patent 
back mirror," not that there is any pat- 
ent on the process used, but simply 
to distinguish it from the mercury 
back mirror. A number of years ajo 
the mirror manufacturers be^ati to 
substitute the patent back for the mer- 
cury type of mirrors, wiHiout notify- 
ing the consumer or furniture jobbers 
of the change; so quietly was the evo- 
lution accomplished that it took s-.ir.ii> 
time for the furniture dealers to renhr.e 
the change, and today many a careful 
housekeeper wears herself out phys- 
ically trying to polish the speckled or 
faded surface of a "patent !>a<L mir- 
ror," when the cause of the troulle is 
imperfections on the back and not on 
the face, or surface of the glass. 


•The retlecting surface of a "patent 


back mirror" is composed of a chemical 
solution of nitrate of silver, precipi- 
tated on the surface of the glass, which 
is subject to change from exposure to 
light, changes of temperature or moh.t- 
uro, while the retlcetiug surface of a 
mercury mirror is composed of tv.o 
metals, mercury and tin, which form 
an amalgam impervious to and not af- 
fected by changes of temperature or 
moisture and retains its iniiial retloc- 
tive brilliance unimpaired for airos. 


The process of mauuf.icturin<> a mer- 


cury back mirror is first to clean arid 
thoroughly dry the plate of glass, then 
spread a sheet of tin foil a In tie larg»r 
.than the. glass ou a silvering tabl", the 
top of which may be stone or heavy 
plate glass. 
Iu either ea-;e it must 


have a perfectly lei el and smooth sur- 
face. 
Brush the foil out pcrfeetly 


smooth and pour on liquid mercury to 
the depth of a quarter of an iiu.li. Thl.i 
mercury is retained 
on the 
foil by 


small strips of glass on three side-;. 
Then tloat the plate of glass inlo the 
mercury from the open side. In doing 
so the glass cannot be floated on the 
mercury, but must be pushed into it h > 
that from beginning to end its lower 
edge will cut imo the mercury. 


This operation must be done with the 


greatest care and precision. 
After the 


plate of glass has been successfully 
floated, heavy iron weights are pla< ed 
thereon to give the required decree of 
pressure to force out the surplus mer- 
cury which does not unite i\ith ihe 
tin foil. The table is slightly lilted by 
means of a vertical screw under one 
of its edges and the surplus meicury 
drained off iuto a suitable lossel. The 
mirror is kept in this position for 1M 
hours to enable the amalgam to solidi- 
fy suflieicntly so that it eau be turned 
over without danger of free mercury 
running over the surface of the amal- 
gam, which would spoil the mirror. At 
the end of this time the niiuor is re- 
moved from ihe table. When remove-1 
from the table, the mirror is placed on 
a rack to dry and allowed to remain 
from 20 to 30 days until sutueieutly 
dry. 


The progress of manufacturing 
a 


"patent back mirror" is as follows: 
First wash the glass clean, then place 
it on a table heated to a temperature 
of 120 degrees. A solution is prepared 
composed of the following proportions 
of chemicals: Four ounces ot nitrate of 
silver, 3!) ounces of distilled water, 2
